The condition of some of the city side­ 
walks is always a subject for discussion 
and a prominent resident in speaking 
Of the matter yesterday said ; 
“ I think if council woald pass an 
ordinance before the spring election, 
placing the street commissioner on a 
•alary of at least $100 a month, and give 
him entire control of the streets, the 
sidewalks woald be kept in a great 
deal better condition than they now are. 
It was never intended that the street 
commissioner should superintend every 
shovelfnll of dirt that is taken off the 
oily streets and the work he now does 
ooold go to a subordinate officer. 
He 
now draws a salary of 50 per month and 
the inspector gets $60, making a total of ; 
$110. If the ordinance was passed there 
would be no necessity for an inspector 
and the city would save $120 per year 
" I think I can safely say there are at 
least 60 places within IOO yards of the 
Diamond that if an accident were to 
occur the city would be liable for 
damages'and there would be no escape. 
lf the street commissioner was given 
the proper authority 
and the right 
wages such a state of affairs as now 
exist could be easily remedied. 
•• Another thing that is badly needed 
to place the city on the safe side is 
new gratings at the crossings instead 
of the frail ones that are 
now iii 
IMe. 
Tho court in a recent decision in 
rn damage case against this city called 
attention to the gratings and said they 
were too frail, were not close enough 
together and if an accident should occur 
on account of them the city woald cer­ 
tainly be liable. 
He spoke of a case on 
Second street which came nuder his 
personal knowledge in which a wheel­ 
man received a hard fall because his 
front wheel went between tl^p gratings 
This, he said, was only one of the many 
things for which the city conld be held.

world. Houck wan well known in Kau 
huh (.Tty, where lo* operated on aud 
off for ‘JO years, making the city a 
■ort of way alation on Ida trips east 
and west. 
The last Unit* Houck was here he had 
junt returned from a European ttip. 
He produced papers and 
letters to 
show that while lie was in London lo* 
waa feted ami dined by some of th** 
upper crust of English society. 
IL* 
had passed there as a wealthy ami 
traveled American. 
Ile had letters, 
too, from Secretary Olney, Secretary 
Carlisle and other leaders of the Amer­ 
ican political world which recommend 
•d him In the highest terms not only 
to 
the 
American 
representatives 
abroad, but to any friends of the writ­ 
ers who might meet him. 
And these 
letters were genuine. Their authentic! 
ty could not be doubted. 
Houck had 
B way of getting entrance luto the ex 
elusive clubs of Washington, Bbiladel 
phla, New York and other cities, and 
In his role of “gentleman of leisure” lit 
had so Imposed on men of high stand 
Ing In the nation that they thought 
him all lie represented himself to bi 
and gave bim the letters of Introdui 
tlon that helped him lo fleece the ai is 
tocrncy of Europe. 
Houck Invented the three card monb 
game before he became of age. T his is 
a trick with cards that has fleeced 
more people out of mouey than an,\ 
other game ever practiced. The trick 
la played with three aces, two Ida* k 
ones and one red. 
It is always played 
with a confederate to help, or “ stall, 
for the game. The operator takes the 
three cards between Ids fingers, show 
Ing them to the victim, and then shut 
Aes Clients I tout and drops them face 
down upon the table, olferiug to bet 
any amount of money that no one can 
pick out the red ace. 
At this point tin* operator turns hi** 
head a moment to spit or to speak to 
some one In the crowd behind him. 
aud In that moment the confederate 
picks up tl»c red nee card, shows it to 
the victim, “crimps” the corner of Ile* 
card and slyly lays It down again, ap 
parcntly all unseen by tin* operator. 
The operator again shuttles the three 
cards aud throws them upon the table, 
face down. 
There lies the card with 
Its crimped corner. 
The victim sup 
poses, of course, that it is the red ace 
and bets aud picks it up to tlnd that ii 
Is a black one, and he has lost his 
money. 
The operator, when he picked up and 
shuttled the lairds carelessly tin* soc 
end time, with a deft movement of his 
fingers removed the crimp in tin* red 
ace card aud put a similar crimp In a 
black ace card. 
That was all there 
was to the trick. 
Houck worked it tor 
years Iii hotels, on billiafd tables, at 
fairs aud circuses aud 
on 
railroad 
trains anil steamboats. 
IL* taught the 
trick to ('amula Rill, a noted gambler, 
and the two worked together over all 
the country. They paid thousands up­ 
on thousands of dollars to railroad men 
lu the old days for the privilege of 
working tin* game oil traius, and 'hey 
made money. 
Later, when nearly every state In the 
Union 
passed 
laws aimed 
directly 
against the working of the three card 
monte game, it became unprofitable 
and was given up by Houck. But about 
that time an I acca ious English cockney 
Invented tin* “three shell” game, which 
was even more productive than three 
card monte, and Houck took it up. The 
three shell game i" a modern Improve­ 
ment on the ancient 
thimblerigging 
game that was worked at English fairs 
for many years. The old way was for 
the operator to crook his knee over the 
head of a cane that stood upright on 
the ground and move a small seed 
around between three thimbles on top 
of his leg, offering to bet that no one 
could pick the thimble under which 
the seed was hidden. 
The lesson taught by tin* lives and 
deaths of Houck and ('amula Bill and 
all the rest of their kind Is that it never 
pays to be dishonest or to live by one s 
wits. These men may get great sums* 
of money by sharp practices iu tin 
coarse of a lifetime, but they all die 
poor, and moat of them die iu prison.

Lew Horn k won the Inventor of the 
notorious three card monte trick ami 
ahout the cleverest caul sharp in tin 
world. Houck was well known in Kan 
bus City, where he operated on and 
off for 2 0 years, making the city a 
aort of way station on his trips east 
and west. 
The lust time Houck was here In* had 
Just returned from a Kuropeuu trip, 
lie produced papers 
and 
letters to 
Show that while he was in London In* 
wus feted and dined by some of the 
upper crust of English society. 
He 
had passed there as a wealthy and 
traveled American. 
He had letters, 
too, from Secretary Olney, Secretary 
Carlisle and other leaders of the A m er­ 
ican political world which recommend 
•d him in the highest term s not only 
to 
i lie 
American 
representatives 
abroad, hut to any friends of the w rit­ 
ers who might meet him. 
And these 
Ivtiers were genuine. T heir authentici­ 
ty could not he doubted. 
Houck had 
a way of getting entrance Into the ex 
elusive clubs of W ashington, lMtiladel- 
phla. New York and other cities, and 
In his role of “gentlem an of leisure” he 
had so Imposed ou men of high stand 
Ing In the nation that they thought 
him all he represented himself to In* 
and gave him the letters of Introdue 
tlou that helped him to fleece the aris 
tocracy of Europe. 
Houck Invented the three card monte 
game before he became of age. This is 
a trick with cards that lias fleeced 
more people out of money tlinu any 
otiier gam e ever practiced. 
The trick 
Is played with three aces, two bla« k 
ones and one red. 
It Is alw ays played 
w ith a confederate to help, or “ stall.” 
for the game. 
The operator takes tin* 
three cards between his Ungers, show 
lug them to the victim, and then shuf 
Acs th c u /x h o u t and drops them faec 
dow n upon the table, offering to bet 
any am ount of money that uo one can 
pick out tin* red ace. 
At this point tin* operator turns his 
head a moment to spit or to speak to 
some one in tin* crowd behind him. 
and In that moment the confederate 
pleks up tin* red ace card, shows it to 
the victim, “crim ps” the corner of tin* 
card ami slyly lays It tlown again, ap 
parently all unseen by the operator. 
The operator again shuttles the three 
cards and throw s them upon tin* table, 
face down. 
There lies tin* card with 
Its crimped corner. 
The victim sup 
poses, of course, that it is the red ace 
ami bets and picks it up to dud that it 
Is a black one, and he has lost lit-i 
money. 
The operator, when he picked tip and 
shuffled the cards carelessly the sec 
oud time, with a deft movement of his 
Ungers removed the crim p in the red 
H(*c card ami put a sim ilar crim p in a 
black ace card 
T hat was all there 
w as to the trick. 
H o u c k worked it for 
years in hotels, on biillnid tables, at 
fairs ami 
c i r c u s e s aud 
on 
railroad 
trains and steam boats. 
He taught the 
trick to 4'amida Hill, a noted gambler, 
ami tin* two worked together over all 
the country. 
They paid thousands up 
on thousands of dollars to railroad men 
!u the old days for tin* privilege of 
working tin* game on traius, and they 
made money. 
Later, when nearly every state In tin* 
Union 
pas sol 
laws 
aimed 
direct Ij 
against the working of tin* three curd 
moute game, It becam e unprofitable 
and was gi\> n up by lloitck. Hut about 
that time an iweulous English cockney 
tuvented the “three shell” game, which 
w as even more productive than three 
card moute. ami llouek took it up. The 
litn*e shell game is a m odem Improve­ 
m ent on the aueicut 
thimblerigging 
gam e that \nus worked at English fairs 
for m any years. The old way was for 
the operator to crook his knee over the 
head of u cane that stood upright 011 
the ground and move a small seed 
around between three thimbles on top 
of Ids leg, offering to bet that no one 
could pick the thimble under which 
the seed was hidden. 
The lesson taught by tin* lives and 
deaths of Houek and t'auada Hill aud 
all the rest of their kind is that it nevet 
pays to Is* dishonest or to li\e by one * 
wlU. 
These men may get great sums 
of money by sharp practices lu tin 
coqisc of a lifetime, but they all die 
poor, and most of them die in prison.
